Do  Not  Use  Nearby  "Floodplain  Level"  Wells.  If  you  live  in  the  Animas  River  or  San  Juan 
River  flood  plain  and  your  wellhead  is  at  roughly  the  same  level  as  the  river,  the 
Environment  Department  advises  you  to  refrain  from  using  the  water  for  cooking  and 
drinking  or  any  human  or  animal  ingestion  until  further  notice.  Do  not  boil  river  water  in  an 
attempt  to  purify  it  and  use  it  for  ingestion.  Boiling  the  contaminated  water  will  not  remove 
potential  contaminants.

Until 
the  concentration  of  constituents  is  known,  drinking  water  systems  and  nearby  well  water 
users  are  refraining  from  drawing  the  river  water,  and  thus  supplying  customers  from 
limited  clean  water  reserves.
